Fox Hill Child Accidentally 
Drowns In a Crock of Water 


Dale Edward, year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Paul Gage, who re- 


sides on the Fox Hill road, in Elk township, was accidentally drowned 
in a ten-gallon crock containing six or eight inches of water, while 
playing about the yard of the home at 11:15 o'clock this morning. 


Although the tragedy was discovered soon afterwards by a sister, 


Betty Ann, aged 12, and firemen from Russell and Sugar Grove work- 
ed over the child with a pulmotor for some time, efforts to revive him 
were unavailing, and he was pronounced dead by a Warren physician 
who was rushed to the scene to administer first aid treatment. 


The coroner's office was advised the crock had been left in the 


yard partly filled with water before being washed out. Details of the 
accident were unavailable at press time, but it is understood that the 
child fell into the crock head first. The mother at the time was at 
the Warren General Hospital where a child of a neighbor is a patient, 
and th<! father was working in a nearby field.

sister, Paula, aged 4.

FLOOD CONTROL 'PROJECT—Extensive floo'd control work .is 


being done in the lower Brokenstraw Creek by the Keystone* Con- 
struction Company, of Meadville, which has power shovels and bull- 
dozers at work constructing dikes. 


The work, which has been going on for some weeks, is expected 


to take about a month more to complete. Trees and brush have been 
removed, and dikes will be constructed . bout one and one-half miles 
upstream from the mouth of the Brokenstraw.

WHAT KEEPS THE SMALL TOWN SMALL! 


There is considerable food for thought in the following 


submitted for publication by a subscriber of the Times- 
Mirror who suggests the above line as a suitable heading: 


"The recent census figures, indicate that Warren de- 


creased slightly in population instead of increasing as most 
other cities did. 
More children were born here than the 


number of people who died. The average age of the re- 
maining population is greater. What then became of the 
younger people who should have been counted here as 
our population increase? 


"There is no doubt about it, they have left Warren for 


jobs that have a brighter and better future. 
They have 


repeatedly seen Warren industries keep good men in re- 
sponsible positions for years. Supporting the management 
with all their ability, but when the time comes that their 
efforts should be remarded with promotion, they find 
themselves 'sold down the river.' New management takes 
over. The employees are invited to stay, but with no more 
formality than goes with handing over the leash of a 
hound dog. 


"These young people also see the efforts of Warren 


workers leaving town. What is more natural than for 
them to leave for places where those profits are spent? 


The people who were the loudest 'shouters* a few years 


ago about carnivals and circuses taking 'all the money out 
of town' for a week or two, sell large businesses to outside 
companies who drain off the profits every week in the year. 


Furthermore, the salaries of the higher officials who 


formerly lived here, become salaries of non-resident presi- 
dents, vice presidents, etc. 


"Warren's hope of growing lies in a hope that the re- 


maining businesses and factories are not managed by men 
of 'little confidence and near sightedness.' It lies in a 
hope that the remaining industries and the new owners 
of those 'sold down the river,' will recognize the able em- 
ployees and give them promotions when they are avail- 
able. It lies in a promise to the young men, who com- 
manded airplanes, and ships, and groups of fighting men 
worth fortunes, that they have an opportunity to reach po- 
sitions of equal responsibility here in Warren. 


"When Warren industry demonstrates a willingness to 


recognize and use the talent available, Warren industries 
will grow; but as long as other cities are allowed to take 
the profits of our industry away, and the most aggressive 
of our young people leave for lack of recognition, we will 
remain on the down grade.

ACCIDENT REPEATERS 


The worst killers on our highways are the accident re- 


peaters—the relatively few drivers who get into accidents 
over and over again. In The Reader's Digest for Septem- 
ber, Clarence Woodbury reports, that accident repeaters— 
about four percent of all drivers—account for 36 percent of 
all accidents. These figures emerge from an analysis of the 
records of thousands of drivers, made by Yale University 
over a six-year period. The same studies disclose that 81 
percent never had been involved in serious accidents, and 
another 15 percent had had only one accident each. 


Woodbury's article, condensed from The American Le- 


gion Magazine, gives further results of the Yale analysis. 
The driver who has been in one accident is twice as likely 
to get into another as the driver who has never been in- 
volved; the two-accident driver is three times as prone to 
another as the man who has had none; and the four- 
accident repeater is seven times as likely to crash as the 
man with a clean record. 


Other statistical studies support the Yale findings, re- 


vealing a consistent pattern of highway casualties attribut- 
able to the small percentage of repeaters. Last year more 
than 10,000 Americans were killed and about 350,000 in- 
jured by drivers who had been in previous accidents. Prob- 
ably the best known case on record is that of 29-year-old 
Hugh Gravitt, Atlanta taxi driver who ran down and killed 
Margaret Mitchell, author of "Gone 
- With the Wind." 


Gravitt had previously committed 21 other traffic offenses, 
most of them senous. 


Researchers discovered that repeaters are not as emo- 


tionally stable as drivers with clean records, that they know 
less about driving regulations, prefer higher driving speeds 
' and are "cockier about their tolerance of alcohol." 


The taxi driver Gravitt is in prison, but thousands of 


others equally as dangerous are loose on out roads. We 
could and should purge the highways of accident repeat- 
ers, the author tays, through stricter licensing laws and ex- 
aminations, and severer penalties. New York State has 
just inaugurated a program providing for the reaxamina- 
•tioh ef all drivers involved in three accidents within an 
18-month period. Connecticut has had a similar plan in 
force since 1947, and the state's accident rate has dropped 
sharply as a result.

-1 Not only in the United States, 
but all over the world the 1949-50 
sugar crop is the largest on rec- 
ord. Any temporary shortage on 
your grocer's shelves is being 
caused by housewives' hysterical 
attempts to hoard, not by any real 
shortage in the warehouses or at 
the refiners. 


So plan to go ahead with your 


normal jelly and jam making. Use 
plums, pears and peaches and the 
other seasonal fruits. 
Here are 


sure-fire recipes even an amateur 
cook can be certain about: 


Peach, Pineapple and Finn Jam 
(KTakes about 11 8-onnee classes) 


Four cups prepared fruit, Vt cup 


lemon juice, 7 cups sugar, 1 bottle 
fruit pectin. 


To prepare the fruit: Peel and 


oit about % pound soft ripe 
peaches. Chop very fine or grind. 
Pare 1 small, fully ripe pineapple. 
Grind or chop very fine. Pit (do 
not peel) about % pound fully 
ripe plums. Cut in small pieces 
and chop fine. Combine fruits and 
measure 4 cups into a very large 
saucepan. Squeeze the juice from 
2 medium-sized lemons. Measure 
Vi cup into the saucepan with 
fruit. 


To make the Jam: Add sugar to 


Trait in saucepan and mix well. 
Place over high heat, bring to a 
full-rolllng boil, and botl hard one 
minute, stirring constantly

move from heat and at once stir 
in bottled fruit pectin. Then stir 
and skim by turns for five min- 
utes to cool slightly, to prevent 


floating fruit. Ladle quickly tato| 
glasses. Paraffin at once.

ounces each) 


Four and one-half cups pre- 


pared fruit, 7% cups sugar, 1 bot- 
tle fruit pectin. 


To prepare fruit: Peel and corei 


about 2 pounds fully ripe pears.! 
Grind or chop very fine. Pit about 
1% pounds fully ripe plums (do 
not peel), cut in small pieces and 
crush thoroughly. Add V* cup wa- 
ter, bring to a boil, and simmer, 
covered, five minutes. Combine 
fruits. 


To make the jam: Measure sug- 


ar and prepared fruit into large 
saucepan, mix well, and bring to • 
lull rolling boil over high heat. 
Stir constantly before and while 
boiling. 
Boil hard one minute. 


Remove from heat and stir in 
bottle fruit pectin. Skim; pour 
quickly.
